Chicago capitalists who

region of the country least pessimistic 
of any as to the future prosperity of the 
United States. However, H is not with 
the vnique way in which Texas got a state 
capitoi or with the profits of the conver- 
sion plan that economists are concerned. 
It is in the social rcsylts that will follow 
change from ranch to farm that they are 
Interested.

anything to help lessen the bills. Women will worry over grocers* and butchers' 
bills without trying to devise ways to make them smaller. The housewife of today 
is an extravagant and profuse buyer. To be economical Is not dignified in her es- 
timation, and she is constantly Jmding herself in debt. In a large number of 
homes the wife wastes by little extravagancies all the husband has managed to 
save by economies in his business. If th- iv'fe economized in her home as the hus- 
band does in his office, things would bo -.nu;ch bettor. Leaving, the ordering of 
groceries and;such things to ^servants ov doing it over the telephone Is a bad 
and growing Imblt. . The man behind th? counter is a pretty good judge of those 
who buy economically and well and tho-i- with whom he win tuck on a few cents. 
The woman who buys well but savingly i; more respected by him and gets better 
results.
